THE SIOUX COUNGIL.

A Lively Meetiog of Blosdtuirsty Bocks
and the Holman Committee,

Red Cloud and Hia Followers
Tongue-Lagh the Agent.

MoGillenddy Fires out the Fgquaw
Men—Fears of an Uprlsing
Allayed — The Agent
Commendeod,

PINE RIDGE,
A GREAT COUNCIL AND MUCH TALK,
A prominent gentleman of this clty,
who was present at the Sioux Indian
counoll, held at Pine Rldgo agency last
Thursday, brings additlonal and im-
portant Information concerning Con-
grossman Holman's committee Investiga-
tion of affslro among those Indlana, The
committee conslstlng of Congressmen
Holman, Cannon snd Rysn arrlved at
Pine Ridge, Dakots, on Tueaday, and at
once notified the Indians that they would
be glad to hear any complaints they
might wish to make., Runnors wers ac-
cordingly sent out to different banda
notifying them tocoms Into the sgency
onrly Thurtdsy morning, At the ap-
pointed hour on that day over fifteen

hundred bucks, with their chiefa, put in
appearance, Red Cloud and his band of
over three hundred belog smong fiest on
ground. Althongh sirict ordershad been
1asued that no arms wonld be allowed to
ba carrled to the ecunecil, it was notleced
that whenever blankets of IRad Clond's
followers Eappened to ba shoved or
thrown aslde, knives and revolvers wera
plainly visible vpon their person. When
they eame up they  marched
ln nolid calumn. Affalea at
thia timo looked threateniog, and the
¢ mmiiteemen begen to feel vory uncasy.
Inatroctions were st onee telegeaphed to
Fort Ioblnson, In Nebraskas, d'stant
sixty milen, to keep tho telegraph line
open and be prepared for any emergency,
&3 Red Clord wss upgly and threatening
iroubls. Before the openiag of the coun-
¢!l a number of Red Cloud’s fullowera
assembled In & corner of the council
chamber and conversed in loud tones.
Threata were made ogalnat Agent McGIlli-
cuddy, and several of the Indlans were
urged by Red Cloud's own followera to
kill McGilileuddy, who coolly lstened to
them for & few minutes and then ordered
hls captain of Indian police, who are
veory loyal to him, “*to sappress that dis-
turbance.” The eaptain of police, with
quite & force, acoordingly approached the
distutbera of the pence and told them
that it they did not keep quiet he would
arrest every one of them, Thereupon,
aftor some muttorlng, they subsided.

THE SQUAW MEN,
The fact that a councll was to ba held
had been made known to a number of
squaw-men snd half breeds, who had
frcm time to tima been driven away from
the agency and off the reserva*ion by
McGilllouddy on account of their con.
stant Inter-meddllng with discipline and
other affuirs, Thinking this would be
a good opportunily to return to the
pgency, theso troublesome squaw-men
and liaslf-breeds attempted to put in an
appearance and take part ia the counell.
Upasn neelog them, Agent MicGlllicuddy
promptly issoed peremptory orders to
heva them removed from the reservation,
snd the orders were carried cut by the In-
dlan police. Congressman Holman took
umbrage at thia proceeding, and gave
McGilllouddy a lively turning over, eay-
ing that it was an attempt to suppreas
freo discuseion of affairs. McGillicnddy
replled that he was ronning that agency,
and o long as he held the positlon he
proposed to continne dolng so, and wounld
held himself acconnteble to the proper
authoritles for his conduct of affairs.
If Mr. Holman wanted any particular
men from among the Indlans, sqnawmen
and half breeds, all he had to do was to
name bim and he would be brought in,
but he (MeGailllcaddy), would aat as his
experionco taught him for the best,
RED CLOUD SPEAKS,

When the council finally opened
Itad Clond arose and medo a lengthy and
eloquent epeech, He asked in the first
pla.e what this commiesion had come
there for! He was wld that it had eoms
to heir what ho had to sy, and to ln-
vestigate alfuirs et the sgeucy. “*Havae
you brought s new agent with you!"
sakod Iled Clond, The committes ra-
plisd they had not. Red Cloud then
Isuuched a trade sgales: MeGillleuddy,
cleiming that he was arbiteary, that ho
was oppresslve, and that they (the In-

falled to recelva the full quauthy
of wopplles last winter, and had no
wagons or agrleultnral implementa. He
asserted thet the Indlans wished to be.
come elvil'zad and eelf-supp: rtlng, bot
this they coald not do under McGillleud-
dy's adwinistration, Red Cloud detailed
hia old complaints sgainst the army for
dispossessing hlm of his horses In the
Sioux campalgn of 1876 and he empha-
alzad his clalm sgalnst the government
for damages. **Will you taks thls sgent
away with youi"asked he of the commlttee,
and added,**He can’tstayhere.

About 3 o'clock this morning
red column of smoke suddenly shot

the other by s elngle wall, but eeveral
doors and windows easily admitted
the mseething, corling tongues.of fire
which soon eanght tothe wood work and
erept alongz in Its ravencus strides of de-
struction.
